Day by day happenings the
world over are adding to the
great need for Victory gardens
and home . food preservation.
Food is being lost through trans-
portation delays, lack of steel
and labor shortages. Strikes are
taking their toll. Thousands are
drawing unemployment insur-
ance rather than working on
farms,

The world needs food as never
before. Americans can't sit com-
placently with hands folded and
eat well while the rest of the
world starves. True, it won't be
we who die of hunger, nor, will
it be our children who are perm-
anently weakened,

But, it will be our children
who will pay the penalty in
world hatred for our selfishness.
They will pay for the food de.
lays resulting from shortages of
steel, of coal, of shipping caused
by strikes—all evidences of hu-
man selfishness- and short
sightedness.

Not Too Late

It's never too late in Southern
California to begin a garden.
Right now it is 'not too late to
plant warm season crops ‘such
as tomatoes, beans, sweet corn,
summer and winter squash, To-
matoes will grow rapidly and if

make a crop well before frost.
Sweet: corn-can:be planted until
late July. Sweet potatoes will
make a small crop even though
planted as late as. the first of

July. They should be allowed to
grow until frost.

Such crops as these can be
stored, canned, or dried for win-
ter use. They are all high in
food value and can be used as
substitutes for wheat, rice, etc.,
which will'be exported to starv-
ing peoples in Europe and Asia.

Other Crops ¢

Leaf lettuce, carrots, chard,
mustard greens, beets, turnips,
spinach and onion seed or. sets
for green onionns can all be
planted now. Defer starting cab-
bage, broccoli and cauliflower
until August or September. Late
August is the season for plant-
ing the fall crop of Irish pota-
toes and is the earliest that gar-
den peas should be planted.

With reduced supplies of meat,
eggs and poultry the family diet
will need every addition you can
make. Your garden is more im-
portant now than it was during
the war.
